The proposal in Massa- 


chusetts to create an anti- 
crime dictator for ^crushing 
lawlessness in that* state il- 
lustrates the seriousness the 
crime problem has reached 
in the United States.

BUILDING UP THE NAVY 


That plans for the build 


ing up of the United States 
navy have progressed to the 
point where bids for the 
construction of 21 vessels 
have been opened by the 
department should be a mat- 
ter of satisfaction to the en- 
tire country. 


There are two important 


reasons for this. One is that 
it will give the country a 
navy more adequate for de- 
fending this country's in- 
terests and commanding the 
respect 
of 
other nations. 


The other reason lies in the 
stimulation 
of 
industry 


which the construction pro- 
gram will provide. 


Secretary Swanson pre- 


dicted that- the actual work 
would be under way within 
60 days. The program will 
cost $100,000,000, the mon- 
ey coming from the public 
recovery act funds, and will 
cover three years. Included 
in the vessels to be con- 
structed will be two aircraft 
carriers- of 20,000 tons each; 
one heavy cruiser armed 
with eight-inch guns; one 
light cruiser ai-med with six- 
inch guns; eight destroyers 
of 1,850 tons each; seven 
destroyers 
of 
1,500 tons 


each, and two submarines of 
1,400 
tons each. 


The three-year program 


represents the greatest ship 
construction project in the 
history of the country. It 
represents a movement to 
build the navy up to the 
strength 
permitted under 


the London treaty. Comple- 
tion of the program will 
leave the United States still 
about 204,000 tons under 
the treaty limits and farther 
away .from the latter than 
will be either Great Britain 
or Japan when these two 
nations complete their pres- 
qnt building programs.

Stranded statistics re- 
cently estimated that there were 
good prospects of the resumption 
of disbursements before the end of 
1933 by 29 corporations and in- 
creases by nine more. 


Ample evidence Is at hand of 
how the drouth In corporate prof- 
its hit the pockets of American 
shareholders 
now estimated

more than 10,000,000. 
In 1929, which marked the peak 
and the end of the post war era 
of prosperity, 433 industrial cor- 
porations had an aggregate net in- 
come, of $3,294,000,000.

amount, It distributed $1,638,000,000 
to common stockholders and divid- 
ed $225,000,000 among holders of 
preferred shares. 
A gradual decline set In, and 
each year the rations apportioned 
to the real owners of the corpora- 
tions have become shorter, until 
in 1932 they reached a low point 
with net profits 
of $201,000,000. 
Sockholders received $864,000,000 as 
companies dipped into surpluses ac- 
cumulated in boom years.

and every effort made to elimi- 
nate gravity feeds. 


Changes Suggested. 
A number of general and specif- 
ic suggestions for improving the 
physical fire protection of the city 
were made also to city officials, 
following the completion of a sur- 
vey of the city earlier In the 'sum- 
mer by representatives of the in- 
surance department. 


Many of the suggestions made 


have been recommended to the 
city before but have not been fol- 
lowed out because of the expense 
involved. Rough estimates on the 
cost of tarrying out the recom- 
mendations have placed the figure 
at approximately ?40,000, and city 
officials said that the department 
officials refused to give any as- 
surance that further recommenda- 
tions would not be made if these 
were carried out before a saving 
could be affected on the key rate. 


The changes and improvements 
suggested would result in a possi- 
ble saving of about seven cents 
on the key rate or about $8750 per 
year in insurance premloms 
to 
Corsicana 
residents. 
Letters Received. 
The letters received from the In- 
surance department follow: 
"In reply to your verbal inquiry 
today, regarding the change to be 
matte in your fire limits in the 
block bound bv N. 9th and 10th 
streets, and' 3rd and 4th avenues, 
we wish to advise that if this ac- 
tion Is taken by the city commis- 
sion we would have to raise your 
key rate approximately 2c, and 
perhaps add an additional penalty 
for the construction of special 
hazards In the fire limits. 


We desire to call your attention 
to the recent serious fire which 
occurred In Dallas, and this was 
occasioned by the fact that a large 
wooden frame building occupied 
as a lumber yard was located in 
such a way that the fire looked 
for a while dike it might cause a 
serious conflagration. 
The Iden 


of decreasing a portion of your 
fire limits to satisfy some Indi- 
vidual demand is a very poor one, 
as the city officials should consid- 
er the entire city's 
good, 
and, 


therefore, we do not hesitate to 
recommend that the change is not 
made, and if it is made, we will, 
of course, have to take action ac- 
cordingly. 


If the proposed construction Is 
carried out It will also affect the 
individual building rates of all 
those buildings whch are within 
exposure distance, and will natur- 
ally inVolve other property own- 
ers who cannot help themselves If 
the city goes ahead and takes the 
action proposed. 


In connection with the proposed 
crude oil ordinance, we haye fur- 
nished you with the regulations 
of the national board of fire un- 
derwriters, which we believe will 
assist you in this particular prob- 
lem, 
but by all means the tanks 


must be installed under ground 
and not overhead, as every effort 
should be made to eliminate grav- 
ity feed which causes quite an in- 
crease in the rates of the individ- 
ual property owners.
